plan has been tried amply justify the 
effort. he first official test has been 
completed, T. H. Jackson of ‘South 
Bend, Ind.,..submitted six. of his well 
known Holsteins to a seven days’ milk 
and butter fat test. One of his cows, 
aged two years and four months, gave 
a seven day yleld of 316.8 pounds of 
milk.. Another made.a record of 408 
‘pounds. Applications have been made 
from- several breeders of Jerseys, but 
these tests have not been completed. 
Mr. Hunziker, head of the dairy .de- 
partment, says pedigrees are much like 
titles. Unless they are backed-up by- 
the performance of the individuals 
holding them as well as by the per-. 
formance of their ancestors they are 
of little value. Official tests are made:

Brushing Velvet.

Hold this firmly under the palm of the 
hand in the direction of fhe arm and 
with the bristles downward. ' Press 
them at first gently into the velvet; 
then twist the arm, hand. and brush al- 
together, ag on an axis, without moving 
them forward or backward. The dust 
witl be drawn up and flirted out with- 
out injury to the velvet, and the brush 
must be lifted up and placed In a simi- 
lar manner over every part required to 
be brushed. By this method velvet will 
last for years. - : 


Torn Wall Paper. 

When a hole bas been jammed In the 
wall paper, as sometimes occurs in 
moving a piece of furniture, if one has 
no paper like the one on the wall or dis- 
likes the appearance of a patch, a ju- 
dicious use of water colors will work 
wonders. The torn paper should be 
first straightened as neatly as possible 
and’ glued down. Then touch up the 
vacant spaces and the seams with 
paints the color of the paper at that 
place. The break will be almost invis!- 
ble If the water colors are used care- 
fully. In patching wall paper always 
tear the patch irregularly instead of 
cutting {t unless it is the full strip. 
The edge will be less noticeable.

The milking machine idea is certain- 
ly making rapid and favorable progress 
in the minds of dalrymen. 

A writer in. Hoard’s Dairyman de- 
scribes a milking machine exhibited at 
the New York state dairymen’s conven- 
tion, the invention of a Mr. Klein of 
Roanoke, Va. In many respects, he 
says, it resembles the Burrell machine. 
It consists of a pail, smallest at the 
top, with a cover which fits closely, 
making it air tight. On the cover-are 
metal tubes for the attachment of the _ 
rubber tubes leading to’ each of ‘the 
two cows that are simulteueously milk- 
ed into the one pall. There is also an 
automatic arrangement on the cover: 
called: the pulsator. It is by means of 
this that the intermittent action of the 
machine is made possible. As the 
pulsator oscillates, which it does at the 
rate of about sixty oscillations per min- 
ute, the vacuum is alternately turned 
on and off the teat cups, causing suc- 
tion and release from suction at each 
alternate stroke. This gives opportunl- 
ty for the teat to fill after each act of 
suction by the machine. The method 
of operating the pulsator seems to be

the chief point of difference between 
this machine and the one previously 
described, Mr. Klein has a specially 
constructed apparatus, operated’ by 
power, which consists of an exhaust 
pump and a compressor, both coupled 
to one arbor. The exhaust produces 
the suction and operates the pulsator 
in one direction, while the compressor 
operates the pulsator In the opposite 
direction, :

Best’ Varieties Of 
Oats For: The West. 


The results of experiments con- 
ducted on the experimental farms 
at Indian Head and Brandon for 
1906,show that black oats are not 
as productive on the prairie as 
are the white varieties. At In- 
dian Head, Kendal Black stood 
seventh. At Brandon, the high- 
est producer among the black 
varieties was Black Bgguty and 
Olive Black, which stood 28th, 
and 20th. 

Banner oats have upheld their 
reputation at both places. At 
Indian Head, that variety was 
first and at Brandon second. 
American Beauty, which was 
firstat Brandon, was 28th, at 
Indian Head.. Bavarian, Im- 
proved Ligowo, and White Giant 
made creditable showings in both 
cages. 

There is a wide difference be- 
tween the number of days re- 
quired to reach maturity at the 
two farms. At Brandon the time 
required varied from 90 to 107 
days and at Indian Head the 
range was 101 to 123 days. No 
attempt is made by Supt. McKay 
of Indian Head, nor by Supt. 
Wolverton of Brandon to boom 
particular varieties. The facts 
are obtained as accurately as 


‘possible and presented for the 


benefit of the farmers.

Sanitary Milk Pail. 

The covered milk pail is now consid- 
ered a necessity in the production of 
sanitary milk or certified milk. It is 
a first principle that in order ‘to have 
clean milk the milking must be done in 
sucha manner that dirt cannot posst- 
bly get. into the pall. This calls for a 
pail specially constructed for the pur- 
pose. A writer in American Cultivator 
has described the Gurler pail, devised

name in Illinois. The writer has said 
that the pail was devised that -milk 
might be obtained as exempt from dirt 
as possible. No one, to his knowledge, 
Was manufacturing the pail and it was 


-not patented. -A good local tinsmith 


should be able to make it for any 
dairyman wanting it, and its cost even 
then would not be more than $2 or 
$2.50. 

As represented in the picture, the 
cover is closely: fitting, and into it is 
fastened a layer of absorbent cotton, 
through which all the milk passes be- 
fore entering the pail. As the milk is 
poured out through the covered spout 
the strainer is not removed from the 
pail until the milking is through. It is 
then destroyed and a new one prepared 
to take its place for the next milking. 
The expense of the cotton is slight, and 
along with equal cleanliness in all 
other directions the pail has never yet 
failed to give complete satisfaction.

Household Goods Require Special 
Treatment When Moved. 


“So few woyen know how. to pack 


dishes, pictures or even ordinary pieces ° 


of furniture for moving,” said an ex- 
perienced storage and warehouse pack- 
er, “that it is a marvel that anything 
reaches its destination safely. 
“A mistake almost every woman 
} makes, an a very serious one, too, Is to 
' place breakable pieces,:such as mir- 
rors, in dressers or chiffoniers. By do- 
{ng this the men moving them cannot 
see what Is underneath the sheeting or 
burlap or in the drawers and so are not 
particularly careful,.as they would be 


could they see that there was glass un-— 


der the coverings, A hole large enough 
to make the fact apparent should al- 
ways be left, and I think if this rule Is 
followed with other fragile things few 
of them will be damaged In moving. 

“Fine pieces of cut glass and ex- 
pensive chinaware need especial: care 
and cannot be too carefully padded and 
packed. I would advise that each vase, 
cup, goblet, etc., be lined Inside and out 
with tissue paper, to preserve the sur- 
faces from possible scratches. Then 
each one should be filled with excelsior 
and a padding of it wound round the 
outside. Brown paper should in turn 
be folded over the packing and the 
whole tied securely in place with stout 
cord, Another layer of excelsior placed 
over the piece before it is put in a 
barre] should make fs practicelly safe 
from injury.

“Small pictures cover carefully with 
cheescloth, bind in excelstor and pack 
In a box, while large ones, with heavy 
frames, crate, after protecting the can- 
vas with tissue paper or soft clofh. But 
crating does not mean fJust putting 
them in the box, for first the frames 
must be fastened with cleats to tlic 
boards so that they will not only be 
stationary, but the decorative edges 
of the gold frames will not touch the 
protecting box and be marred. 

“Iu the same way chairs—gold and 
gilt ones—should be carefully wrapped 
in tissue paper bound with excelsior 
and then fastened with a board to keep 
them from touching the sides of the 
crate. The essential thing in packing, 
after the padding is done, is to make 


sure that the fect are a sufficient dis- - 


tance from the bottom of the bourds, 
so that they will not be jarred in mov: 
ing. ‘ 

“Heavy sideboards, dressers, etc., 
should be boxed, and the same care 
should be taken with them to protect 
the corners, or feet if there are any, 
from possible breakage in moving the 
boxes about. As with the smaller 
pieces, I think {It Is best to put pad- 
ding of excelsior, wrapped about with 
soft brown paper, so that it will not 
scratch the tvood, between the edges 
and the box.

To Economixe Space,

THE FIRST RADIUM. 


Its Production Almost Made Paupers 
of Curie and His Wife. 

When Professor Curle was run over 
and killed on a street of Paris not long 
ago the entire world recogulzed that 
it had lost one of its foremost experi- 
menters. Yet it was only six years 

; ago that the wonderful element, radi- 
um, which he and his wife discovered, 
passed almost unnoticed among the ex- 
bibits In a Paris exhibition, and a 
Btranger, seeking ‘the physicist, found 
him only through the lucky help of o 
street gamin. . 

In the 1900 exhibition in Paris, says 
London Truth, the compilers of the 
catalogue and the jurors entirely over- 
looked the tiny vial containing its 
speck of radium, which the Curies had 
sent. An exhibitor of diamonds, an- 
noyed because its presence spoiled the 
color of his jewels, had put It out of 
sight. An English visitor, however, 
who had read a reference to the dis- 
covery in-an obscure journal, hunted 
it up and later set out to find the dis- 
coverers. 

He went to many places, the Mines 
School, the Sorbonne and elsewhere, 
buf no one in any of them could tell 
him anything of the Curies. At last, 
by a strange chance, he ran across a 
gamin who had heard of radium from 
a chum who worked as an attendant 
at the City of Paris industrial labora- 
tory, where Curie then worked. By 
this roundabout information the Eng- 
Nshman was brought to Professor 
Curie, who was a little amazed, but 
pleasantly so, to find that some one 
was at last Interested In what they 
were doing. 

Mme. Curle, he said, had herself 
pounded in a mortar with her own 
hands all the pitchblende from which 
the speck of radium had been obtained. 
Pitchblende was costly, and she had 
not wasted a grain. She had ruined 
-her hands in the work. - 

They were then spending every pen- 
ny for pitchblende. Mme. Curie had 
given up gloves entirely and was wear- 


-| ing very old and badly patched cheap 


shoes and old: fashioned clothes. The 


professor had on old shoes and, a- 


threadbare coat—his only coat. Their 
little girl was dressed as cheaply. But 
by thelr economy gnd their diligence 
they had enriched humanity incalcu- 
lably by their discoveries in radio ac- 
tivity and their isolation of radium it- 
self,

Porto Rico has its problems, social, 
political and economic, but none of 
them will prove more difficult of solu- 
tion than that of labor. What needs to 
be done is to make labor honorable 
where it has been held in disrepute. 
This is to™overcome ingrained preju- 
dices, a task for a Hercules. Mr. 
Fowles’ recent book, “Down In Porto 
Rico,” pictures the condition of labor 
as it is in the island today.

Indicative either of poverty or lack of 
breeding. ; 

A family must be very poor if they 
cannot.afford several servants. To do 
any kind of housework cannot be con- 
sidered. by the lady of the house. She 
sits In the parlor dressed in loose gar- 
ments and spends much of the day in 
Idly rocking-to and fro in a rocking 
chair, -When she goes out shopping, 
either she Is accompanied by a servant 
who carries her smal] purchases or she 
hires a boy to carry them for her. If. 
she is so poor that she must do some 
kind of work, the fact must be careful- 
ly concealed from‘her neighbors, 

Among the men there is the same cor- 
tempt for manual labor. The ‘mer- 
chants must of necessity be busy men, 
but they are very careful not to de. 
grade themselves by doing any kind of 
common labor. They object to per- 
forming work that can be done by an 
employee. - Business-men do not carry 
bundles: home at night. They seldom 
lend a hand when some little mishap 
occurs or when repairs are needed. 
They are gentlemen, and menial tasks 
are for common workmen. 

The same epirit is shown among the 
‘mechanics, When a plumber is sent 
for he usually comes attended by his 
man. His business is to-tell the man 
what to do, while he himself stands by 
and watches him. The farmer does not 
go out to work upon his farm. He 
mounts a horse and rides round, telling 
his laborers what work must be done. - 

Ask a common laborer to carry your 
band luggage to the boat or to the sta- 
tion and very likely he will come at the 
appointed hour with a colored boy, 
whom he’ orders to take up the load 
and carry it, while he bimself receives 
the money and walks by the side of the 
boy.
